Fire damages school room

Fire blazed through the 
woodshop at Romulus High 
School, damaging the building 
structure, machinery, a com¬ 
puter and several school pro¬ 
jects last Monday evening. 

The building was empty fol¬ 
lowing classes at the Enter¬ 
prise High program, which en¬ 
ded at 8:20 p.m. said Mike Birm¬ 
ingham, the Monday Night 
program advisor. 


Romulus fireman were sum¬ 
moned on the scene at approx¬ 
imately 10:30 p.m. and, accord¬ 
ing to Joel Carr, Romulus 
administrator, “acted quickly 
and caused very little other 
damage.” He also credited the 
efficient cleanup by the high 
school custodial staff as clas¬ 
ses resumed on schedule the 
following morning. 

“Damage was much worse 
than we initially thought,” he 
said. “Six hundred square feet 
of the roof was totally des¬ 


troyed. Secondary fires re¬ 
occurred in the roof and smol¬ 
dered two different times. The 
floor was water damaged. All 
the electrical was damaged, 
but we haven’t been able to test 
any equipment yet. Roof work 
will begin this week at an ex¬ 
pected cost of $10,000.” 

He said the room was secured 
properly after class was over 
and there were no signs of 
forced entry. Romulus fire offi¬ 
cials are investigating. 


Down the road 

Agency to tackle toxic testing

The investigation of suspected toxic subst¬ 
ances in a local dump site will continue accord¬ 
ing to officials from the Department of Natural 
Resources who announced Monday that neces¬ 
sary funding has been received. 

The investigation began after fires at the site 
caused the evacuation of more than 1,000 area 
residents and school children in early May. 

DNR officials have said that no testing has as 
yet been performed at the old Mendrick Dump 
site, south of Ecorse Road and west of the rail¬ 
road tracks, since the last in a series of fires was 
extinguished May 12, according to Hakim Sha¬ 
kir, DNR district supervisor. 

Shakir said Monday that the DNR received a 
letter from Lansing today announcing that funds 
were now available for testing samples at the 
Mendrick dump site. The funding would include 
aerial photographs, ground surveys and drum 
sampling. 

“We expect this information will cause drum 
removal to proceed at private expense, howev¬ 
er, if that effort is unsuccessful, we intend to 
remove the drums at public expense,” said Gary 
Guenther, chief of DNR Environmental Re¬ 
sponse Division. 

And while DNR officials first said testing 
would begin the week of the last fire, Shakir said, 
“sampling could now begin in two weeks after a 
contractor is named.” 

So far, the only sampling occurred im¬ 
mediately after the fire and included only air 
samples from the site and nearby Wick 
Elementary School, noted Howard Murray of 
DNR Air Pollution Control Division. 

W r ick and Romulus Juoior High School, both 
on Wick Road and just south of the dump proper¬ 
ty, were evacuated during the May 12 fire after 


Wayne County Health Department officials sus-, 
pected toxic fumes in the area. 

Catherine Morse of the DNR Water Control 
Division confirmed that neither ground nor sur¬ 
face water samples have yet to be tested. 
However, Morse visited the site last Thursday 
with Romulus Ordinance Director Steve Banko. 

“We walked through the old dump site looking 
for any tell-tale signs. Some areas looked suspi¬ 
cious,” she said. 

“We still don’t know if toxic waste in buried in 
the drums on the dump site. Waiting for funding 
is normal procedure. The entire sampling pro¬ 
cess could take a couple of three months. 
There’s been no change since the incident,” he 
said. 

Shakir said the site still ranks low on the prior¬ 
ity list as rated from tests performed by the 
DNR at the dump site earlier this year. At that 
time, the dump was found to contain five toxic 
chemicals: phenol, cyanide, zinc, iron and 
xylene cadium. 

When the Air Pollution Control Division tested 
the air in Wick School after the fire, only an 
industrial solvent known as tethydrofuran reg¬ 
istered on the DNR equipment. 

“This compound was well below the thres- 
hhold limit and no cause for concern. It reg¬ 
istered 4,000 times safer than already legally 
acceptable,” said Murray. 

Last week, the air in Merriman Elementary; 
School on the south side of the city was tested/ 
“We brought the same test from Wick School to 
Merriman School. We wanted to compare the 
two buildings and be certain of conditions be¬ 
cause the schools were both built about the same 
time. We have no results yet,” he said. 

Murray added that an additional series of air 
quality tests will be performed later this month 
and again in September both at the site and the 
schools. 


Budget hearing date set 


Members of the Romulus City 
Council have proposed an $8.8 
million city budget for the fiscal 
year 1987-88 beginning July 1. 

This includes a reduction in 
city taxes of .2 mill bringing the 
total millage to 9.2 mills and an 
increase in city services pro¬ 
vided by the police and public 
works departments. 

A public hearing of the prop¬ 
osed budget has been scheduled 
for7:30p.m. Monday, June22 in 
Romulus City Hall, 11111 Wayne 
Road. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said significant features of the 
budget include no increase in 
millage, a positive fund balance 
of $526,251, a reduction in debt 
service for sewer of .2 mills and 
an unfunded position for a Pub¬ 
lic Service Coordinator. 

This position has yet to be de¬ 
fined but responsibilities would 
include instructing personnel in 
the use of computer and word 


processing. 

This budget for the operation¬ 
al needs, debt retirement and 
enterprise activities of the city 
of Romulus is balanced, McA¬ 
nally added. 

The budget was prepared af¬ 
ter various city department 
heads were consulted and the 
presentation of a statement of 
their objectives to the mayor. 

Members of council con¬ 
ducted three budget workshops 
where slight revisions were 
made, according to Mayor pro 
tern Mary Ann Banks. 

“This is a balanced budget. 
Taxes are slightly decreased 
and some services have in¬ 
creased. We are pleased with 
the outcome,” she said. 

The budget increased by 10.9 
percent from the $7,095,006 
amount last year. Wages and 
estimated cost for resolution of 
impending labor contracts are' 
major contributors to the in¬ 


crease, according to McAnally. 

The police department 
budget increased 30 percent, 
“reflecting the concern of the 
council that the department be 
expanded and irpproved,” she 
said. 

“We should be able to provide 
a good service to the community 
and, with funding from the Tax 
Increment Financing Authority 
for infrastructure and other en- 
hancements, continue our 
efforts toward an expanded and 
diversified tax base,” McAnally 
said. 

Less than half, or about $3.5 
million come from personal 
property taxes. The remainder 
of the budget is financed from 
fees, licenses, government re¬ 
venues and other miscellaneous 
assessments. 

The police department oper¬ 
ates with the largest portion of

Busted 

Brother and sister 
found guilty by jury 


A brother and sister await 
sentencing after juries in 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
found each guilty of illegal 
drug possession. 

On Feb. 25 of this year, 
Romulus police arrested three 
people, Anat Romano, 25, Zory 
Romano, 36, and Sabrina 
Robinson, 31, and confiscated 
more than $1 million worth of 
cocaine and heroin as well as 
large amounts of money and 
jewelry. Police described the 
drug bust as the “largest in city 
history.” 

At the time, bond was set at 
$3 million for Zory and $1.1 mil¬ 
lion for Anat. It was subse¬ 
quently reduced. Both now 
await sentencing scheduled for 
June 23 in the Wayne County 
Jail. 

Zory was charged with pos¬ 
session of 650 grams of heroin, 
which receives a mandatory life 
sentence, according to a Romu¬ 
lus narcotics officer. 


“He actually was carrying 880 
grams,” the officer said. Both 
were also found guilty of pos¬ 
session of less than 50 grams of 
cocaine. 

Zory will again stand trial in 
August. In a second incident 
Feb. 25, police again allegedly 
found him in possession of 
more than 225 grams of 
cocaine. This charge carries a 
maximum seven year prison 
sentence. 

According to police, the 
charges stem from one inci¬ 
dent at the Quality Inn where 
less than 50 grams of cocaine 
were confiscated in a briefcase 
Zory claimed was his, 
and a short while later at the 
Knights Inn where less than 250 
grams of cocaine were found 
under the bed by police in a 
room registered to Zory. The 
heroin was found in the trunk of 
a car leased by Zory. Police re-

It is said that in some parts of western 
Wayne County if one steps off the pave¬ 
ment and water collects in the shoe print, 
the Department of Natural Resources will 
declare the area a wetland.

are wetlands before extensive pre¬ 
planning is undertaken. Both community 
officials and developers would be aware of 
the available sites from the early planning 
stages of the proposed projects. 

Griffin said that if the task force was not 
successful in gaining the designations and 
guidelines on wetlands, the local communi¬ 
ties would pursue changes through the 
legislature. 

The CWW chairman said that a recent 
U.S. Supreme Court decision “may have a 
dramatic impact on the DNR.” Griffin re¬ 
ferred to the ruling on the First English 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Glendale 
versus the County of Los Angeles in which 
the court ruled that property owners are 
entitled to compensation when govern¬ 
ment restrictions prevent them - even tem¬ 
porarily - from using their land. 

Other CWW members agreed that the 
Supreme Court ruling could have an im¬ 
pact on the legislation which prevents de¬ 
velopment of property which has been de¬ 
signated as wetlands. Attorneys from the

the city budget, an estimated 
$2.5 million up from $1.9 last 
year. Department of Public 
Works functions with $263,000 
but also $1 million for buildings 
and grounds, $582,000 for 
bridges and highways and 
$4,000 for drains.

ported, Zory was also found 
with $42",000 in cash on his per¬ 
son and in his briefcase. 

Both Romanos were born in 
Israel. Zory is now a resident of 
California with a home in New 
York. Anat remains in the Un¬ 
ited States illegally since her 
green card expired, police 
said. 

The trail extended longer 
than expected because, police 
said, ‘‘They claimed they 
couldn’t speak English and an 
interpreter was required.” 

Zory claimed, police said, 
the drugs appeared after he 
loaned his car to a friend. The 
money came from winnings at 
a gambling house in Greek- 
town, he told police. 

The Israeli Organizational 
Task Force has maintained a 
file on Zory since 1985. He is 
“known internationally as a 
high-level heroin importer,” 
according to police. Police in¬ 
tend to pursue the acquisition 
of Romano’s assets, a spokes¬ 
man said.

In the midst of a reorganiza¬ 
tion in two city departments, 
the Mayor’s Task Force on 
Drug Abuse received $18,000 
from the Southeast Michigan 
Substance Abuse Service for 
problems related to youth and 
drugs. 

The announcement was 
made at the 16th Annual Meet¬ 
ing of the Romulus Help Center 
conducted at the Romulus Holi¬ 
day Inn earlier this month. The 
Help Center intends to initiate a 
Summer Drug Awareness 
Program with the funding. 

City officials had acted with 
lightening speed after SEMSA 
officially offered the grant dur¬ 
ing a May 1 meeting, attended 
by A1 Shelly, help center direc¬ 
tor, according to Margaret 
Leduc, temporary director of 
the Youth Assistance 
Program. 

Shelly, assisted by Eunice 
Johnson, from Family Neigh¬ 
borhood Services, Romulus 
Police Chief Charles Wilmoth, 
William Murphy, director of 
Adult Education, William 
Nash, General Motors union 
representative and Leduc, pre¬ 
pared the grant proposal with¬ 
in two weeks of the meeting, 
Leduc said. 

Leduc, who was part-time 
director of the Romulus 
Emergency Preparedness De¬ 
partment as well as Romulus 
Youth Assistance, was 
appointed by Mayor Beverly 
McAnally as director of REPD, 
exclusively. She had been direc¬ 
tor of the youth program since 
its inception last May. That 
position is now open and ap¬ 
plications are being reviewed 


for a full-time Youth Assist¬ 
ance director. 

“With the growth and expan¬ 
sion of Romulus, many diffe¬ 
rent hazards have been identi¬ 
fied in the community. The 
Emergency Preparedness De¬ 
partment will be moved to the 
police department where they 
will be directly involved with 
an immediate response,” said 
Leduc. 

Chris Miloser, a former En¬ 
glish teacher at Romulus High 
School and certified substance 
abuse counselor, was selected 
coordinator of the Summer 


Drug Awareness Program. 

These changes are effective 
July 1, according to Leduc, and 
the position would be funded by 
the grant through the summer 
at which time a new grant prop¬ 
osal would be initiated. Leduc’s 
new position is currently in¬ 
cluded in the 1987-88 city budget. 

“The Summer Drug Aware¬ 
ness Program coordinator will 
work with the Mayor’s Task 
Force, advising and giving 
direction. More long range 
plans will be initiated for youth 
and problems related to youth.

CHAPTER X, ARTICLE 10 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
CONTROL, USE, MANUFACTURE, SALE, 
DELIVERY, POSSESSION, AND 
ADVERTISEMENT OF DRUG 
PARAPHERNALIA AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION THEREOF: 


THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: SHORT TITLE : This ordinance shall be known and 

cited as the ‘‘Drug Paraphernalia Ordinance.” 
Section 2: DEFINITIONS ; 

(a) The term ‘‘drug paraphernalia” means all equip¬ 
ment, products and materials of any kind which 
are used, intended for use, or designed for use in 
painting, propagating, cultivating, producing, 
processing, preparing, testing, analyzing, pack¬ 
aging, repackaging, storing, containing, conceal¬ 
ing, injecting, ingesting, inhaling, or otherwise 
introducing into the human body a controlled sub¬ 
stance in violation of state or local law. It in¬ 
cludes, but is not limited to: 

1. Kits used, intended for use, or designed for use 

in planting, propagating, cultivating, grow¬ 
ing or harvesting of any species of plant 
which is a controlled substance or from 
which a controlled substance can be derived; 

2. Kits used, intended for use, or designed for use 

in manufacturing, compounding, converting, 
producing, processing, or preparing control¬ 
led substance. 

3. Isomerization devices used, intended for use, 
or designed for use in increasing the potency 
of any species of plant which is a controlled 
substance; 

4. Testing equipment used, intended for use, or 
designed for use in identifying or in analyzing 
the strength, effectiveness or purity of con¬ 
trolled substances; 

5. Scales and balances used, intended for use, or 
designed for use in weighting or measuring 
controlled substances; 

6. Diluents and adulterants, such as quinine hyd¬ 

rochloride, mannitol, mannite, dextrose and 
lactose, used, intended for use, or designed 
for use in cutting controlled substances. 

7. Separation gins and sifters used, intended for 

use or designed for use in removing twigs and 
seeds from, or in otherwise cleaning or refin¬ 
ing marijuana; 

8. Blenders, bowls, containers, spoons and mix¬ 
ing devices used, intended for use, or de¬ 
signed for use in compounding controlled 
substances; 

9. Capsules, balloons, envelopes and other con¬ 
tainers used, intended for use or designed for 
use in packaging small quantities of control¬ 
led substances; 

10. Containers and other objects used, intended 
for use, or designed for use in storing or con¬ 
cealing controlled substances; 

11. Hypodermic syringes, needles and other ob¬ 
jects used, intended for use or designed for 
use in parenterally injecting controlled sub¬ 
stances into the human body. 

12. Objects used, intended for use or designed 
for use in ingesting, inhaling or otherwise in¬ 
troducing marijuana, cocaine, hashish, or 
hashish oil into the human body, such as; 

(a) metal, wooden, acrylic, glass, stone, plas¬ 
tic, or ceramic pipes with or without 
screens, permanent screens, hashish 
heads, or punctured metal bowls; 

(b) water pipes; 

(c) smoking and carburetion masks; 

(d) roach clips: meaning objects used to hold 
burning materials, such as a marijuana 
cigarette, that has become too small or too 
short to be held in the hand; 

(e) miniature cocaine spoons and cocaine 
vials; 

(f) chamber pipes; 

(g) carburetor pipes; 

(h) electric pipes; 

(i) air-driven pipes; 

(j) chilums; 

(k) bongs; 

(l) ice pipes or chillers; 

(B) In determining whether an object is ‘‘drug pa¬ 
raphernalia” a court or other authority should 
consider in addition to all other logically re¬ 
levant factors, the following: 

1. Statements by an owner or by anyone in con¬ 
trol of the objects concerning its use; 

2. Prior convictions, if any, of an owner, or of 
anyone in control of the object under any 
state or federal law relating to any controlled 
substances; 

3. The proximity of the object, in time and space 
to a direct violation of state law; 

4. The proximity of the object to controlled sub¬ 

stances; 

5. The existence of any residue of controlled subst¬ 

ances on the object; 

6. Direct or circumstantial evidence of the in¬ 
tent of an owner, or of anyone in control of the 
object, to deliver it to persons whom he 
knows, intends to use the object to facilitate a 
violation of state or local law; the innocence 
of an owner, or of anyone in control of the 
object, as to a direct violation of state law 
shall not prevent a finding that the object is 
intended for use, or designed for use as drug 
paraphernalia;

It is unlawful for any person to place in any newspap¬ 
er, magazine, handbill, sign, poster, or other pub¬ 
lication any advertisement, knowing that the pur¬ 
pose of the advertisement in whole or in part is to 
promote the sale of objects designed or intended for 
use as drug paraphernalia.

This ordinance shall not apply to manufacturers, 
wholesalers, jobbers, licensed medical techni¬ 
cians, technologists, nurses, hospitals, research 
teaching institutions, clinical laboratories, medic¬ 
al doctors, osteopathic physicians, dentist, chir¬ 
opodists, veterinarians, pharmacists and embal- 
mers in the normal legal course of their respective 
business or profession, nor to persons suffering 
from diabetes, asthma, or any other medical condi¬ 
tion requiring self-injection. 

CIVIL FORFEITURE : 

Any drug paraphernalia used, sold, possessed with 
intent to use or sell, or manufactured with intent to 
sell in violation of this article shall be seized and 
forfeited to the City of Romulus. 

PENALTY : 

Any person who shall be convicted of violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a 
fine of not to exceed five hundred ($500.00) dollars, 
or by imprisonment not to exceed ninety (90) days, 
or both, in the discretion of the court. Each day a 
violation continues shall be considered a separate 
offense and may be punished accordingly. 
POLICE DUTY TO ARREST : 

A police officer of the City may and it shall be his 
duty to arrest without process any person violating 
any provision of this chapter in his presence. 
REPEALER : 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed only to the extent 
necessary to give this ordinance full force and 
effect. 

SEVERABILITY : 

Should any section, subdivision, clause, or phrase 
of this ordinance be declared by the courts to be 
invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other 
than the part so invalidated. 

EFFECTIVE DATE : 

The provisions of this ordinance are hereby 
ordered to take effect immediately upon publica¬ 
tion in the manner prescribed by law.

Real strength is not always marked by 
muscles and brawn. The most important 
strength, that of moral character, a sense of 
values and justice and a regard for the rights 
of others, is nearly always marked by a quiet 
demeanor and an aura of calm. Those who 
truly possess such qualities very seldom, if 
ever, discuss them. Their conduct is much 
more elequent about their beliefs than any 
rhetroic. 

We became aware of such a display of 
strength quite by accident recently when a 
Romulus city councilman phoned to discuss 
another issue with us. In casual conversation, 
he mentioned a recent incident at a city 
budget hearing which impressed upon us the 
real meaning of strength, dignity and respon- 
siblity of public office. 

The councilman, Barry Baumann, was 
talking about the Romulus mayor, Beverly 
McAnally. Now, nearly everyone in this area 
knows Mrs. McAnally, but few understand 
the real courage, strength and moral fiber 
she possesses. She's quiet about it, but McA¬ 
nally is one of a rare breed. She’s a politician 
who takes her responsibility to her commun¬ 
ity very, very seriously. 

That’s not to say others do not. We seem 
blessed in this area with the number of 
elected officials we have that do understand 
the nature of their jobs...but McAnally, by all 
standards, is someone very special. 

At the meeting of city administrators, it

Almost $60 million is a terrible thing to 
waste. 

Wayne residents should be chanting that 
statement this week after learning that a prop¬ 
osed premier development in the city industrial 
park - estimated by city officials to be worth 
about $60 million - may never become a reality 
if the state Department of Natural Resources 
doesn’t act quickly. Very quickly. 

State DNR officials recently determined 
that the 40 acres on which the industrial com¬ 
plex would be built are also “untouchable” 
wetlands. Wetlands, according to the state en¬ 
vironmental agency, are the bogs, marshes 
and swamps needed to support plant and 
aquatic life throughout the state. In order to 
construct anything on an area determined to 
be a wetland, developers must first obtain a 
special permit from the state DNR and prom¬ 
ise to relocate an equal amount of the dis¬ 
placed wetlands near the development. Not a 
huge problem in theory, perhaps, but the per¬ 
mit could take up to four months to obtain, and 
the relocated land now also becomes untouch¬ 
able. 

And, worst of all, the Jervis Webb company 
- like most major developers - isn’t quite 
ready to sit back and wait. The company has 
informed Wayne city officials that if another 
40-acre site, wherever it may be, is found 
without this wetlands problem, the $60 million 
development in the city of Wayne will become 
only a passing dream. 

But the problem of wetlands isn’t unique to 
the city of Wayne. Van Buren Township re¬ 
cently lost the chance to be the home of a 
major Ford Motor Company plant. Why? Be¬ 
cause the state DNR has again surprised 


lus police officers be lowered in an effort to 
make more local residents qualify for the job. 

In many municipalities, it might have been 
considered, should enough political pressure 
have been exerted and favors called in. Not in 
this case, however. 

McAnally stood firm. The standards for the 
men and women protecting the residents of 
her city were not about to be lowered to 
accomodate anyone. She was, we are told, 
quiet, firm and immovable in her resolve to 
uphold the level of protection those who 
elected her receive. There was no moving the 
mayor on this one. 

We commend her and applaud her actions. 
But moreover, we are reminded of the type of 
mayor Beverly McAnally has become during 
her tenure of office. 

She has evidently not forgotten that not so 
long ago, she was as inexperienced in the poli¬ 
tical machinations of municipal government 
as any of her present constituents. We are 
sometimes reminded of Mrs. McAnally’s 
start in public service--as a Girl Scout leader. 
She has come a long, long way in a very short 
time, and while she obviously has mastered 
the treacherous task of management and the 
even more dangerous art of politics, Beverly 
McAnally has not forgotten where her first 
responsibility rests. 

The people of Romulus are fortunate, in¬ 
deed, as are we all to know her and work with 
her. She is a good politician, a fine adminis¬ 
trator, but above all, an exceptional human 
being.

everyone just when the planning stages of a 
development were being finalized to say that 
the land is wet and the development is no 
more. 

But, in our opinion, the state DNR is really 
the agency that is all wet in this dilemma. 
Several local municipal bodies have urged the 
state agency to provide a list of every area in 
the county that falls under this wetlands pro¬ 
vision. Such a list would be useful for city 
officials before they begin to negotiate the 
sale of vacant land in the city in hopes of 
securing major industrial complexes. Such a 
list would also eliminate the very costly situa¬ 
tion of abandoning a project just when con¬ 
struction is set to begin. 

We’re not undermining the need for a sanc¬ 
tuary for birds, plants and small animals to 
breed, live and grow through every area of the 
state. We realize the state environmentalists’ 
pleas as to the importance of these wetlands 
in the natural food cycle. 

What we are advocating is some advance 
planning. The Jervis Webb plant in Wayne 
was set to be constructed June 1. About 150 
new jobs were promised in the city, and 
thousands of dollars were spent by architects 
and engineers in providing the plans for the 
major industry. 

The state DNR must act quickly to alleviate 
this problem. In Wayne, Van Buren Township 
and in all of Michigan. Who knows how many 
wetlands are lurking behind every new shop¬ 
ping mall, factory and housing project in the 
area? Who knows how much money will be 
poured down the drain at the expense of poor 
DNR planning and management. 

Indeed, $60 million is a terrible thing to waste. 
Even the DNR can agree with that.

state and local effort aimed at 
collecting child support from 
parents who are legally obli¬ 
gated to pay. A custodial pa¬ 
rent having trouble getting 
child support from the absent 
parent may request enforce¬ 
ment through this program. 
Specialists can help locate ab¬ 
sent parents, enforce the child 
support orders and collect pay¬ 
ments. The program also en¬ 
forces court orders regulating 
custody and visitation and 
mediation any disputes relat¬ 
ing to those orders. 

Recent statistics prove the 
effectiveness of this program. 
Michigan is number one in the 
nation in the collection of child 
support and alimony pay¬ 
ments, according to state re¬ 
cords. A package of bills intro¬ 
duced in the state House would 


single parents and their chil¬ 
dren by bringing Michigan into 
compliance with federal law on 
support orders and restric¬ 
tions. 

In most states, a child sup¬ 
port order can be modified only 
in such a way as to affect future 
payments. In Michigan and 
some other states, however, a 
court can retroactively elimin- 
ate a debt or arrearage 
accumulated by the non¬ 
custodial parent. These after- 
the-fact adjustments in sup¬ 
port payments do not give the 
custodial parent - who was 
counting on the promised 
amount - time to prepare for a 
permanent loss of these funds. 

The proposed legislation 
would prohibit retroactive re¬ 
ductions in child support pay¬ 
ments and grant “full faith and 
credit” to orders for payment 
from out-of-state. Absent pa¬ 
rents would no longer have an 
incentive to avoid paying in a 
timely fashion, since all pay¬ 
ments would be guaranteed up¬ 
held and payable in court.

I t is well established 
in Michigan law that 
parents who are liv¬ 
ing apart after di¬ 
vorce, or parents who were 
never married, are still re¬ 
sponsible for their childrens’ 
health and security. The state 
Legislature has made it clear 
that the responsibilities of 
parenthood do not end when a 
family no longer lives together. 

Single parents faced with the 
expenses of raising children 
are entitled to any help the 
other parent is able to give. 

Under state law, the court 
may order child support pay¬ 
ments in a divorce settlement, 
or in the case of unmarried pa¬ 
rents, after paternity is estab¬ 
lished. The scheduled pay¬ 
ments are based on the child’s 
needs and the financial situa¬ 
tion of the non-custodial parent 
- the parent who lives apart 
from the child. 

The Michigan Child Support 
Enforcement Program, im¬ 
plemented by the Department 
of Social Services, is a federal,

Q: How much has the Lottery contrib¬ 
uted toward education since its start? 

A: Lottery net revenues for education have 
totaled about $2.5 billion since the first 
[ ticket was sold in November of1972. 

Q: How is this money used? 

| A: The governor signed legislation in May 
of 1981 which specifically earmarks reve¬ 
nues from all Michigan Lottery games for 
the state School Aid Fund to help support 
| kindergarten-12th grade education. Prior 
to that time, the money first went into the 
general fund, along with other revenues for 
! schools. 


Q: How is the money given to school 
districts? 

A: Lottery revenues are disbursed to indi¬ 
vidual school districts by the Michigan 
Department of Education according to 
terms of the state School Aid Formula 
which was developed by the legislature. 

Q: How much does the Lottery-contribute? 

A: During the 1985-86 fiscal year, the 
Lottery’s contribution exceeded $415 mil¬ 
lion, or about 22 percent of money in that 
fund. Other fund money comes from vari¬ 
ous state taxes and is then supplemented 
by general fund revenue. 

Q: Has the Lottery contribution been 
increasing? 

A: Yes. In fact, it has more than doubled 
since the 1981-82 fiscal year. For the past 
two years, it has exceeded the amount pro- 
■ vided by the federal government. 


Q: Why haven't my school taxes gone 
down then? 

A; The annual state budget for support of 
• elementary and secondary education has 
also increased during the past few years. 
So, while your taxes may not have come 
down, maintaining the same level ofeduca- 
I l* ona l funding without Lottery revenues 
| would have cost the average Michigan 
household an additional $130 last year 
alone. 

i Q. How does this compare to previo us 
I years? 

A: In the Lottery’s first year, 1972-73, the 
equivalent figure would have been about 
$11 per household. This grew to about 
$64 in 1981-82, and came to approximately 
$113 in 1984-85.

It didn’t take the handsome 
prince to bring attention to one 
Wayne business. 

The Snow White com¬ 
memorative coin available at 
the Wayne Family Coin and 
Gold shop on Michigan Avenue 
is becoming increasingly popu¬ 
lar.

Unexpected storm may hit market 


With this week being the 
“double-triple-witching 
week,” it may be difficult to 
understand market move¬ 
ments.

Notwithstanding national, 
international, or Fed action, 
the market may be pushed to 
new heights.

May we see weak¬ 
ness develop if market support 
is suddenly withdrawn, or in¬ 
dex traders roll their positions 
to the short side. Earnings re¬ 
ports will be coming out for the 
second quarter, and they may 



be hard-pressed to support 
prices at the current levels. 
For this week, interest rates 
will remain flat and have little 
affect on the market. However, 
gold and silver prices may take 
an unexpected hit. 

For this week, the short¬ 
term traders will hold present 
positions and be early-session 


buyers. Enthusiasm may slow 
at the end of the session, as in¬ 
tensions of index traders be¬ 
come clearer. The intermedi¬ 
ate-term traders will also be 
willing buyers, and may add 
early-session support to the 
market. Long-term traders 
continue to sit on the sidelines 
and will look to Fridays closing 
action. 

For this week, I see consider¬ 
able enthusiasm as most trad¬ 
ers feel that index buyers want 
a rising market. It appears that 
any negative news will be 
brushed aside unitl much later 
in the session. Friday may be a 
difficult trading day. Early set¬ 


tlement may cause a negative 
market reaction. 

TRENDS: The lowering of 
the dollar, has caused a rise in 
M-2. This in turn has caused 
inports to become more expen¬ 
sive, causing consuners to be¬ 
come reluctant to purchase 
higher priced goods. 

NOTE: The Venice Econo¬ 
mic Conference ended with out 
any new accords to stablize the^ 
dollar, fend off a recession or 
curb the huge U.S. budget de¬ 
ficit: Auto makers plan to cut 
output 12.8 percent in the third 
quarter: Jobless rate stayed at 
6.3 percent in May.

And Storm will have one dis¬ 
tinct advantage over many of 
the other contestants. Beneath 
that tough exterior is a charm¬ 
ing, bright and talented per¬ 
son. And she knows how to 
weld. 

Born in Hudson, New York, 
and raised in Wayne County, 
Storm’s family moved to 
Romulus three years ago. She 
has two prospective jobs lined 
up for the summer. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAP¬ 
ERS: Okay, why are you 
studying welding? You must 
be the only woman in your 


class. 

STORM: Yes, I am the only 
woman in my class. But there 
are two of us in the Welding 
Technology program at Fer¬ 
ris State College. It was dur¬ 
ing high school that I was the 
only girl in the class.

I also have 
five foster sisters. 

ANP: Have you always had 
foster brothers and sisters? 

STORM: After my brother 
turned 18 and left home, my 
parents wanted to share this 
country life with some dis¬ 


advantaged children. We live 
in a real old farm house on 
five acres. We’ve got every 
animal you can name, includ¬ 
ing horses, chickens, ducks, 
goats and rabbits. If we don’t 
have it now, we did. There’s a 
humongous old barn and 
three greenhouses. It’s just 
nice to walk around. 

They only take care of girls 
between the ages of 12 and 18. 
Over the years, I bet over 50 
girls have stayed here. A lot 
of different personalities. 
Some are really difficult. 
Sometimes we get along 
great, and others we fight 
with. Most of the time, we re 
one big happy family, and we 
get attached. The longest 
time any body stayed with us 
was three years. My brother 
likes all the attention he gets-

Commissioners approve youth resolution

Members of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners intend to confront the 
problems of youth head on as evidenced by 
their recent approval of a resolution which 
was forwarded to the state legislature. 

They have recommended the state re¬ 
quire expectant parents under the age of 
17 to take mandatory parenting classes in 
the local community colleges or school 
districts. This would be required as a con¬ 
dition to receive public assistance. 

Also included in the resolution is a pro¬ 
vision to add 60 beds to the County Youth 
Home and purchase two presently out¬ 
dated facilities for renovation. Members 
also want increased funding for neighbor¬ 
hood youth crime prevention programs. 

Commissioner Kay Beard explained 
that the resolution is “very significant.” 
“There’s a big thrust to hit hard on juve¬ 
nile crime. At a recent conference 
keynote speaker Pat Babcock proposed a 
separation of youth centers, one for 
assaultive youth and another for youth 
with lesser problems. This needs to be 
done as soon as possible,” she said. 

“We’re locked in a cycle that needs to 


be broken,” said Commissioner Milt 
Mack. “There’s a tendency in society to 
pass problems from generation to genera¬ 
tion. For all practical purposes, it’s 
babies having babies. Only education can 
break this cycle.” 

“These young parents barely have the 
knowledge to take care of themselves. 
They need education,” added Beard. 

The proposed legislation reflects a 
growing problem of crime related to 
youth in our society, Mack explained. 
"It’s not a problem confined to Wayne 
County, and it has been growing for many 
years. Children should have a chance.” 

Mack added that funding would be pro¬ 
vided by the state and not the county.

Foreign trade, the national deficit and 
arms control are the major concerns of 
local residents, according to results of 
Congressman William D. Ford’s (D- 
Taylor) annual survey. 

More than 5,500 15th Congressional Dis¬ 
tricts residents responded to the question¬ 
naire, which Ford sends out each spring to 
collect the opinions of residents on national 
concerns. Respon¬ 
dents overwhel¬ 
mingly-81 percent- 
said that they sup¬ 
ported a proposal 
that would require 
countries with ex¬ 
cessive trade sur¬ 
pluses to reduce 
those surpluses. _

In addition, the budget deficit, arms 
control, national defense spending, fore¬ 
ign aid, welfare, education, drug prog¬ 



rams and health care were listed as ma¬ 
jor areas that the local Congressman 
should be concerned with. Although not 
surprised at the survey results, Ford said 
he is pleased that the residents in his dis¬ 
trict are still in tune with the national 
scene. 

“The issues don’t change in a lot of the 
areas. Like education, welfare. And from 
time to time you have an issue that is 
really big, like the Vietnam war was,” 
said Ford. “Our district is generally ad 
hoc. They tend to be very patriotic and 
tend to support the President in foreign 
affairs. 

“But that’s not the case now”. Ford said 
that 73 percent of the survey respondents 
objected to the President’s Aid to the Con¬ 
tras program. Another 90 percent said that 
the U.S. government should not bargain 
with governments that support terrorism, 
while 75 percent of the people in the area 
feel any proposal that supports President 
Reagan’s request to place nuclear MX 
missies on rail cars should be nixed. 


“Over three-fourths of the district feel 
that Congress should require the adminis¬ 
tration to halt nuclear testing - as long as 
the Soviets do not test nuclear weapons ” 
Ford explained. “They are also con¬ 
cerned about arms control.” 

Ford has been issuing the annual sur¬ 
vey since taking office 23 years ago. The 
responses are always numerous, Ford 
said, and the results of the survey are 
always used to formulate his decisions 
and votes, Ford said. 

“I think that survey is a very useful 
tool. Everyone that sends back a letter gets 
a personal response,” Ford said. “I was 
very pleased with the number of re¬ 
sponses I received. When I’m out in the 
district, I encourage people to call me 
Bill. I find that people will shout ‘I sent 
you the questionnaire back’ when I’m 
walking in parades and about in the dis¬ 
trict. 

“It’s always important for me to know 
the views of the residents in my district.”

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Father has 
double the duties

F or Richard Morga, of West- 
land, the perfect Father’s Day 
is being at the lake with his 
family. The material gifts that 
are traditionally given to Dads are not as 
important to him as spending the day with 
his kids. He has been celebrating Father’s 
Day for the past 16 years. 

Morga has two children, Tina, 16, and 
Ricky, 13, and he has been married to his 
wife, Fran, for 18 years. 

Morga, who works as an assistant man¬ 
ager for a retail jeweler, said that being a 
father is not always easy, and that it has 
its ups and downs. He sees himself as a 
sympathetic, yet firm father. 

“I try to be firm with my kids, but I 
understand that they need to grow. You 
have to let the kids be their own person, 
yet they must adhere to a certain amount 
of regimentation, too. Actually, I used to 
think I’d be a lot more lenient than I am.” 

For Morga, the two key things that he 
tries to instill in his children are responsi¬ 
bility and respect. 

‘‘I want them to see that they must be 
responsible for their own actions and I 
want them to always try to foresee the 
repercussions from what they may do. 
This way, they’ll think about whatever 
they do, before they do it.” 

Morga said that he has a good rapport 
with his children, despite the normal, ev¬ 
eryday disagreements he sometimes en¬ 
counters with them. 

Being a father, Morga said, requires a 
great deal of patience, and he added that 
he is starting to gain more now than he 
had before. 

Morga’s role as a father is different 
from that of his father’s, in the sense that 
his father was much more stern than he 
is, he said. 

‘‘Having been raised in a traditional 
Italian family, I quickly learned that 
what my father said was the final word. 
He put his foot down more than I do. I 
rarely questioned what my father would 
tell me to do, yet my kids always want to 
know why I want them to do or not do 
certain things.” 

Morga pointed out that what works well 
with him may not particularly work out 
for another father. 

‘‘I may not be the perfect father. I don’t 
always do the right things, but it’s a learn¬ 
ing experience. Even after 16 years, I’m 
still learning.” 





Traditional dad 
is tough Job

or Steve Banko, being a single 
father can be an advantage and 
a disadvantage. 

Banko, who is employed by 
the city of Romulus as the city ordinance 
director, has been divorced for nearly two 
years. He has limited custody of his 12- 
year-old son, Richard. 

Limited custody for Banko means for 
six months out of the year his son can live 
with him. The other six months, he lives 
with his mother. 

Banko finds that his role as a single 
father is a dual one. One one hand, Banko 
said, he can be a friend to his son, but then 
on the other hand, suddenly the “father- 
”side of him will overlap. 

“I keep close tabs on what my son is 
doing. By being a friend, I am aware of 
what’s going on in his life. Sometimes, 
however, I have to lay down the law.” 

Banko said that being a single father is 
a full-time job. 

“I’ll work all day, then I’ll come home 
and spend time with Richard. We divide 
up the housework, which I don’t mind.” 

Banko finds that, in some respects, he 
has to be both the father and the mother to 
his son. For instance, the father side of 
him teaches his son responsibility and in¬ 
dependence, but then, there are times 
when he needs to show emotional support 
to his son. 

“In dual-parent homes, the father may 
be the educational force and the mother, 
the nurturing force. In my case. I’m 
both.” 

Banko said that his role as a father dif¬ 
fers from that of his father in that, his 
father raised seven children and had the 
help of his mother with rearing them. 

Banko said that one advantage of being 
a single father is that there is no third 
party to disagree with anything that he 
and his son may want to do. 

“If we want to go out and play ball or if 
we feel up to barbequing, we can do it, 
without anyone telling us that they don’t 
feel like it, or something like that.” 

Another advantage that Banko said he 
has in being a single father is that he is 
more attuned to his son. 

“I can watch him grow and I’m better 
able to communicate with him” 

Because Banko does not interact with 
other men in his situation, he said that he 
finds himself at one disadvantage...his 
friends do not always understand.

Mother’s Day is celebrated 
with flowers, cards and candy, 
but often Father’s Day is just 
another day for dad to cut the 
lawn or wash the car. 

“It’s true that Mother’s Day 
has always been a bigger occa¬ 
sion,” said Roger Dallwig, 
director of Her Place/His 
Place Counseling Center. “I 
don’t believe we are as sen¬ 
timental about fathers, 
although we should give them 
recognition on their day.” 

Dallwig said that there is a 
to see fathers in a new 
role - more actively participat¬ 
ing in family life - but, at the 
same time, not giving them the 
recognition or the credit they 
deserve. 

“Mother is still thought of as 
the principal caregiver and 
nurturer in the family, and Dad 
is viewed as the one who “brings 
home the bacon,” Dallwig con¬ 
tinued. “Even though we are 
seeing more caring and nurtur¬ 
ing fathers and many men who 
are custodial parents, our 
perception of fathers hasn t 
kept pace.” 

The role of the father as fami¬ 
ly bread-winner often sepa¬ 


rates him from family activi¬ 
ties, Dallwig noted. The after¬ 
noon or night shift worker may 
live on an entirely different 
sleeping and eating schedule 
than other members of his 
family. Swing shift workers 
who constantly change their 
schedules also find it difficult 
to arrange family time 
together, he said. 

When overtime is mandatory 
or extra hours are expected as 
a part of the job, both salaried 
and hourly workers may find 
that their families take second 
place to “bringing home the 
bacon” even though this may 
not be their choice. 

Dallwig related a story that 
was told to him by a co-worker: 
The advertising director of a 
local firm was faced with a 5 
p.m. deadline to finish an im¬ 
portant brochure. However, he 
had promised his young son an 
early afternoon trip to Cran- 
brook. The dutiful father left 
work (and the unfinished 
brochure) to keep his appoint¬ 
ment with his son. The next 
week the father was given a 
1 clerical job and tranferred to 
another state and a new adver¬ 
tising director was hired.

Westland cook has recipes by the dozens

H undreds of cookbooks line the shelves of 
an antique bookcase in Karlyn Haack’s 
Westland home. An old shopping bag 
lays next to the bookcase, filled with 
hundreds of recipe clippings from newspapers 
and magazines.

Haack is the mother of two sons, Jeffrey, 27, 
and Michael, 26. She and her daughter-in-law 
Tonia share recipes. And 5-year-old Aimee is 
“grandma’s helper.” 

Haack, 47, is a native of Wayne. Her father, 

Carl Kneip, owned a bar on Michigan Avenue for 
more than 25 years, after opening one of the first 
drive-through beer stores in the area on Merri- 
man Road. 

And although she now technically is dubbed a 
Westland resident - since her home is located at 
the corner of Clayton and Glenwood streets - 
Haack is still true to her Wayne heritage. 

“This side of the street is Westland, and that 
side is Wayne. But my heart belongs to Wayne. I 
graduated from Wayne Memorial 30 years ago,” 
said Haack who just lives across the street from 
the school and now works as the head afternoon 
custodian of Wayne Memorial. 

“Mostly, I like to read different recipes to get 
ideas. I’m a basic cook. I don’t get into gourmet 
stuff,” she said. 

One secret to Haack’s success is in baking 
cakes. She said that the addition of vegetable oil 
or sour cream into the batter makes the desserts 
“nice and moist, and they stay fresh longer.” 

Recently, Haack remodeled her kitchen for 
maximum efficiency. Everything from stove, re¬ 
frigerator and cupboards to sink and counter are 
now within a step or two. The new kitchen layout, 
she said, makes her method of placing ingre¬ 
dients on the counter before baking and putting 
them away immediately after using them much 
more practical. 

With the calls for more of her famous poppy 
seed cake constantly coming in, Haack finds her¬ 
self in the kitchen more and more. During the 
holidays, dozens of the desserts are mass- 
produced at the request, and sometimes de¬ 
mands, of friends and relatives. 

But poppy seed cake isn’t Haack’s only cooking 
secret. 

“I just love to read recipes. And I, personally, 
don’t want to take credit for them. Everybody has 
their favorites. These are all fantastic.” 

Here are a few of her best. 


GRANDMA SCOTTS UNCOOKED CHIU SAUCE 


1 peck ripe tomatoes 

12 medium onions 

1 medium bunch celery 

3 red peppers 

3 green peppers 

3/4 cup salt 

1 quart vinegar 

4 1/2 cups sugar 

3 tablespoons mixed pickling spices 

Chop all vegetables, add salt and let stand over 
night. Drain in colander. Then boil together with 
vinegar, sugar, spices (tied in rag). Combine with 
vegetables and heat to near boiling point. Can in ster¬ 
ilized jars. 


IWANA’S TEXAS SHEET CAKE 


2 sticks of margarine (1 cup) 


1 cup of water 

6 tablespoons of cocoa 

2 cups sugar 
2 cups flour 

1 teaspoon of baking soda 
1/2 teaspoon of cinnamon 

2 eggs 

1/2 cup sour cream or buttermilk 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Bring to boil in saucepan margarine, water, cocoa 
and sugar. In a large bowl combine flour, baking 
soda, cinnamon. Beat well. Add eggs, sour cream or 
buttermilk and vanilla. 

Mix well and pour onto cookie sheet with sides. 
Bake for 15 minutes at 400 degrees. 

Frost immediately. 

Frosting: 

1 stick of margarine 
6 tablespoons of cocoa 
1 box powdered sugar 
1 teaspoon of vanilla 
1 cup chopped walnuts 

Bring margarine and cocoa to a light boil. Add 
powdered sugar and vanilla. Beat well and add wal¬ 
nuts. Spread on cake. 


POPPY SEED CAKE 


3 cups flour 
2 cups sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

11/2 teaspoon baking soda 
11/2 cup salad oil 

4 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 can evaporated milk, 13 ounces 
1 jar poppy seed filling 
1 cup walnuts 

Mix together flour, sugar, salt and baking soda. 

Add salad oil, eggs, vanilla and evaporated milk. Mix 
until smooth. Add poppy seed filling and walnuts. 

Use angel food cake pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 1 
hour, 10 minutes. 

Note: The poppy seed fillin g - which is sometimes 
hard to find - is available at Farmer Jack). 


AUNT HELEN’S RICE PUDDING 


2 cups cooked rice 
2 1/2 cups milk 
2 large eggs (or 3 small) 

2/3 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
1/2 cup raisins 

2 tablespoons margarine 

Heat milk and add cooked rice. Beat eggs and add 
sugar, vanilla and raisins. Combine with rice and 
milk mixture. Pour in baking dish and dot with mar¬ 
garine. Set dish in pan of hot water. Bake at 450 de¬ 
grees for 20 minutes. Lower heat to 300 degrees and 
bake until custard is firm (about 15-20 minutes). 
Sprinkle with nutmeg and cinnamon. Serves 8-10 
people. 


BOBBIE’S CRUNCHY SWEET PICKLES 


2 quarts dill pickles (buy them, don’t use canned) 

3 cups sugar 
1/2 cup vinegar 
1 cup water 

1 teaspoon celery seed 
1 teaspoon mustard seed 

Drain, wash and rinse pickle jar. Cut pickles into 
spears and put them back in the jar. Combine sugar, 
vinegar, water, celery seed and mustard seed. Mix 
together until sugar is dissolved. (Do not heat.) Pour 
over pickles and refrigerate. Let set a couple of days.

Confessions of a chocolaholic 


I can’t help myself. It isn’t 
my fault the best things in life 
are chocolate. Despite the 
urgings of some of those poor 
souls who don’t really under¬ 
stand the power that chocolate 
holds over addicts such as my¬ 
self, chocolate pie is still on the 
top of the list of favorite things 
in life. Also on the list is choco¬ 
late cake, chocolate brownies, 
chocolate candy, chocolate in 
any form at all. Everything 
falls short of divine chocolate. I 
admit it, I am among the mil¬ 
lions of chocolaholics in Amer¬ 
ica today. 

These are wonderful choco¬ 
late recipes. They aren’t too 
difficult, but in the world of to¬ 
day when anything that takes 
more than opening a package 
seems a challenge, they are 
worth the time and effort. 


DALLAS CHOCOLATE PIE 

One 9-inch prebaked pastry 
shell 

4 ounces sweet chocolate (I 
use Baker’s German Choco¬ 
late) 

2 eggs, separated 
1/2 cup light corn syrup 
1 cup sour cream 



just desserts 
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1/4 teaspoon salt 

1 cup heavy cream (whipping 

cream) 

1 tablespoon powdered sugar 
Grated bitter chocolate for gar¬ 
nish 


Melt chocolate in top of dou¬ 
ble boiler over hot water. Set 
aside. Beat egg yolks until 
thick and lemon colored. Add to 
the cooled chocolate and blend. 
Add corn syrup, sour cream 
and salt. Blend thoroughly. 
Beat egg whites until stiff and 
fold into the mixture. Pour into 
prebaked shell and chill sever¬ 
al hours. Whip the cream with 
the powdered sugar. Spread 
surface of pie with whipped 
cream, making attractive 
swirls with the back of a spoon. 
Chill for an hour. Sprinkle top 
with grated bitter chocolate if 
desired. 


CARAMEL CHOCOLATE PIE 

(This reminds me of chewy 
caramels covered with choco¬ 
late) 

One prebaked, 9-inch pastry 
shell 

2/3 cup dark brown sugar, 
packed 

1/3 cup all-purpose flour 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

2 1/2 cups milk 

1/2 cup Hershey’s chocolate 

syrup 

2 egg yolks, well beaten 
2 tablespoons butter 
3/4 teaspoon vanilla 
Whipped cream for garnish 
Toasted almonds for garnish 


Mix together the brown 
sugar, flour and salt until 
blended. Put into a medium 
saucepan and add the milk, 
chocolate syrup and egg yolks. 
Cook over medium heat, stir¬ 
ring constantly, until thickened. 
Remove from heat and add but¬ 
ter and vanilla. Cool slightly, 
then pour into prebaked shell 
and chill for at least four hours. 
Garnish with lightly sweetened 
whipped cream and toasted 
almonds.
